Messrs Starkey ‘and Murrell, captain and ' 
lieutenant , of the Cromwell . Fire Brigade, ' 
made their appearance, before the Coiincil 
as a deputation.. They wished to know 
whether the Council intended to carry but 
the Inspector of lYorks’ suggestion regarding 
the placing of tanks along the course of the 
■water race (with a view to watering the| 
streets); alto, whether, in the event of. ‘such’ 
suggestion being acted upon, the Brigade 
would be alloweci the use of them. ■ 

The Public Works Committee had the sub-
